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authenticating the received data 
associated with the transaction 
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generating a digital signature associated 
with the received data to determine 
whether the received data has been 
altered 
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encrypting at least a portion of the 
secure electronic record 
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providing an identifier for the secure 
electronic record to uniquely identify the 
secure electronic record 



generating a hidden part of the secure 
electronic record to be accessible by a 
subset of the plurality of clients; and 
generating a visible part of the 
secure electronic record to be accessible 
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
